Almost Knough Money Has Been Sub- 
scribed to Carry Out the Gtgautio 
Scheme of President McKlnley. 


New York, Oct. 22.—Russell Sage 


treated a sensation iii Wall street by 
announcing that he had been invited 
by President McKinley to form a syn- 
dicate to buy in the Union Pacific rail- 
way on the basis of satisfying the full 
government claim in the road. 


•Mr. Sage invited subscriptions to a 


plan to be hereafter brought out by 
him for the foregoing object. The pay- 
ment of the government's claim in full 
is understood to be the first condition 
in this plan. 


Blr. Sage's representatives announc- 


ed at night that he had received sub- 
scriptions for over $75,000,000 within 
two hours of his announcement. 


It was announced that he would con- 


tinue to raccive subscriptions until his 
plan was subscribed at least 
three 


times over. 


As iu the bond transaction, Mr. Sage 


thinks there is unlimited capital avail- 
able for the settlement of the Pacific 
road debts without loss to the govern- 
ment and without blind pools. 


Among the subscriptions reported to 


Mr. Sage's Union Pacific scheme were 
the following: Russell Sago, $20,000,- 


000; R. T. Wilson & Company, $10,000,- 


000; 
Samuel Thomas, $10,000,000; D. 


H. McAlpin, $10,000,000; Kessler & 
Company, $5,000,000; Bank of the State 
of New York, ?1,000,000; William Wal- 
dorf Astor, ?5,UOO,000. 


Mr. Astor's subscription is said to 


have been received by cable. Some of 
these names represent other interests 
besides the signers. 


It is said that a large New York 


life insurance company will subscribe 
to Mr. Sage's plan for 510,000,000.

Are the Advantages Granted to the 


United States. 


Munich, Oct. 22.—In the Bavarian 


diet, the premier, Baron von Crail- 
ehelm, in reply to Deputy Rattsinger 
and others, who asked for a denuncia- 
tion of the favored nation 
treaties 


with the United States and Argentina 
and demanded an increase in the du- 
ties on cereals in the interest of Ba- 
varian agriculture, declared emphat- 
ically that decisions on such subjects 
should only 'be made after a thorough 
consideration of an the circumstances. 


The agriculture interests of Bavaria 


affected by the treaty with the United 
States, the premier pointed out, were 
not so great as frequently represented, 
and whatever steps 
were 
necessary 


would be exhaustively considered at 
Berlin. - 


It was possible, he said, in conclu- 


sion, that the favored nation treaty 
might be denounced, but he could say 
nothing of a definite nature on 
the 


subject at the present moment. 


Baron von Crailsheim Informed the

Theo. K. Funk and H. T. Bannon

trade were going down, and there was 
urgent 
necessity 
for 
retrenchment 


rather than extravagance. Able men 
in. the legislature called attention to 
this condition and warned the party 
leaders of the danger that a continued 
disregard of the imperative require- 
ments of the situation would, sooner or 
later, arouse public resentment. 


The increase of public offices and 


growthof salaries attracted attention in 
1886, and pledges were made to reduca 
them. Hon. Albert Deyo, a prominent 
farmer erf -Fulton county, was elected 
on a platform pledging Republican re- 
trenchment, and secured the position 
of chairman of the committee on fees 
and salaries, with a good committee 
to assist him. He devoted his time 
persistently to the preparation of a 
bill to reduce fees and salaries, gath- 
ered information from all over the 
state as to the growth of official com- 
pensation and the general sentiment 
favorable to a reduction, and though 


bave .been making great claims that 
their party toas given the state an 
economical business administration, 
tUat entitles it to further continuance 
in power. 


In a recent speech, Senator Hanna, 


who, perhaps, knows as little about 
stats finances, or how the state has 
been administered as any man in Ohio, 
eald: 


"We have the spectacle presented to 


us today from a Democratic standpoint 
that the issues in Ohio revolve around 


aided by a number of the best men in 
the house, his bill to reduce official 
fees and salaries failed to get even a 
respectable minority vote. "What was 
worse, Mr, Deyo was defeated for re- 
nomination by the office-holding influ- 
ences of the party. In 1888, Hon. C. 
L. Poorman, of Belmont county, in- 
troduced a bill to consolidate the man- 
agement of all the heneavolent and 
reformatory institution of the state un- 
der one board of directors and dis- 
pense with the existing system of in- 
dependent action, that makes each in- 


the legislature. Do not let us forget 
that we have had one of the best state 
administrations in the listory of our 
state. * * * Our floating debt has 
been reduced and almost paid off." 


Governor Bushnell -has invited at- 


tention to this matter, making great 
claims for the Republican administra- 
tion of Ohio affairs. It is charitable 
to assume that they have been, misled 
;5>y partial statements especially pre- 
pared to mislead, and that neither of 
them knows enough about the subject 
to discover the errors, or that by ex- 
travagant claims he was inviting in- 
vestigations that must prove 
dam- 


aging to his party. Both refer to the 
superior state administration and the 
senator to what he calls "the floating 
debt," meaning, it is presumed, 
the 


"funded debt," as distinguished from 
the "irreducable debt," the basis of the 
school fund distribution. 


As the management of state affairs, 


•which involves the economy or extrav- 
agance o£ state administration, is dis- 
tinct and separate from the manage- 
ment oE the "debt," except as by mal- 
administration such management in- 
terferes with the extinction, of 
the 


debt by using money raised to pay it 
for other purposes, the two subjects 
Bliould be treated separately. 


It will be in order to first examine 


the expenditures from the general rev- 
enue fund, entirely controlled by party 
Influences, and then as to how the debt 
trust, to meet which the sinking fund 
was especially and sacredly dedicated, 
has been administered.

agement. He gathered volumnious in- 
formation as to the extent of this jun- 
keting and plunder and the amount 
that could be saved by a concentrated 
business management of these institu- 
tions. He received many letters from 
prominent men who had been identi- 
fied many years with the management 
of some of these institutions, approv- 
ing the plan and estimating the amount 
of saving that might be effected. Such 
men as ex-Mayor Gardner, of Cleve- 
land, and R. M. Round, of Columbus, 
and others equally well known, wrote 
him estimating the saving to the.-stata 
at from $150,000 on to ?300,000 a year, 
if the bill should become a law. It 
passed the house, with the aid of such 
men as Braman, of Lorain; Taylor, ot 
Huron; Harris, of Preble; Cope, of Co- 
lumbiana, 
and 
other conservative 


members, but its passage raised a howl 
from the plunderers all over the stat* 
who were robbing the institutions and 
paying officials for the privilege, and 
the assertion was made that Jts pas- 
sage would ruin the party. Speaker 
Lampson, alarmed by these threats, 
came down to the floor and moved the 
reconsideration of the vote by which 
the bill had passed the house, making 
an impassionate speech, warning mem- 
bers of what he said was the danger. 
The house refused to reconsider, but 
the bill was promptly put to sleep in 
the sentate, where nearly one-fourtk 
of the members held positions on the 
several 'boards that distributed the pub- 
lic plunder. These are only samples 
of the efforts made by representatives 
to reduce expenses and in every caso 
their author, through the combined in- 
fluence of the office-holding organiza- 
tions, were retired to private life, and 
others have since been afraid to fol- 
low their examples. 


In the meantime the same reckless 


increase of official pay and perquisites 
kept pace in. every department of gov- 
ernment below the state administra- 
tion, following the example set there, 
and without any attempts at legisla- 
tion to correct the evil and secure re- 
trenchment, there was everywhere a

and express companies that were only 
in their infancy, amounted to ?40,- 
757.42. 


Then the tax on cigarettes brought 


5n $12,817.18, and the collateral inher- 
itance tax $1,477.08, making in all 
$1,076,232.70 of taxes raised by new 
schemes not applicable in this state 
until discovered by the ingenuity of 
tax-eating cormorants whose insatiate 
appetites for more plunder had to be 
satisfied.

These evidences of reckless increase 


in expenditures and taxation, and ques- 
tionable, if not criminal methods of ad- 
ministering the sinking fund trust, dis- 
closed in the Republican administra- 
tion of Ohio, makes the claims of the 
governor and senator as to the high 
character of their state administra- 
tion seem like collossal presumption 
upon the ignorance of the people, and 
clearly indicates that with its present 
leadership and established methods in 
the Republican party there is no hope 
of any improvement, any reduction ot 
expenditures, any relief from oppres- 
sive taxation. A party whose leaders 
must boast of its purity and efficiency, 
while constantly piling up taxation 
and increasing expenditures, will nev- 
er reform administration or reduce the 
burdens of taxation, because they do 
not seem to realize that any reform 
or reduction of taxes is necessary. 
Long continuance in power tends to 
arrogance, extravagance and corrup- 
tion, and when, as we have seen, a 
party has been taken possession of by 
the mercenary officeholders who con- 
trol its conventions, the 
stock-gam- 


blers, money manipulators and great 
trusts, as the Republican party has 
been, there is but one way by which 
the people can ever hope for reforms, 
and that is through the prompt and 
effectual overthrow of that party. 


The fact that one state official has 


been sent to the penitentiary, and sev- 
eral prominent senators narrowly es- 
caped, within the past few years, is a 
fair iindex to the situation and indi- 
cates the necessity for a change in the 
control of public affairs in Ohio.
